Foreoch flower, embroider 
5 lazy doi$y stitches radiating out from 
one point using first contrast colour. 
Using other contrast colour, embroider 
several short straight stitches at centre 
of each flower, and 3 bullion knot leaves 
oround each flower. 

Using phatogroph as a guide, sew
